More specifically, he . asked’ 
that Jerusalem should be placed on 
the negotiating table, demanded a 
moratorium on the construction of 
settlements and an end to i 
"repressive measures.” 


ROME (Reuter). — Police raided 
neo-fascist hideouts in 20 Italian 
cities yesterday in a hunt for the 
gang that blew up Bologna's central 
railway station and killed 75 per- 
sons. 

Interior Ministry sources said the 
searches began at dawn but declin- 
ed to disclose details. 

Soon afterwards millions of 
Italians marched through city cen- 
tres to express grief and dismay 
over Saturday's massacre. 

Factories and shops' closed 
throughout Italy in response to a 
call for & two-hour general strike by 
the Communist-dominated Trade 
Union Federation. 

Train and air services were 
halted for one hour. 

At Bologna, more than 60,000 peo- 
ple attended a rally, many of them 
crying. Mourners placed flowers on 
the rubble left by the explosion, 
which flattened an entire wing of 

t>,«» stati on 

The neo-fascist Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei (NAR) 
claimed responsibility for the at- 
tack. saying it was to avenge the in- 
dictment of eight right-wingers for 


the bombing of a train near Bologna 
six years ago. 

■But .as the full extent of the 
tragedy became known, 
anonymous telephone callers 
denied that NAR, which sprang Into 
prominence two years ego with a 
series of bombings and four 
murders, was responsible for the 
massacre. 

First interrogations included 
suspected members of neo-fascist 
groups, but police declined to dis- 
close details. 

More than 200 persons were in- 
jured in the attack which occurred 
as hundreds of holidaymakers filled 
the station to start their annual 
summer holidays. 

About 17 of the wounded were still 
in critical condition. Others were 
crippled or blinded. 

Tlie institute of forensic medicine 
put the death toll from the explosion 
at 75. which was fewer than 
previously believed. 

• Of the victims 69 had been iden- 
tified, it said, including seven 
visitors from West Germany, 
Japan, Britain, France and 
Switzerland.

(40 per cent), electric i ty (25 per 
cent), 'water (16 per cent), and 
rents in unprotected tenancies (62 
per cent) — all hard on the heels of 
a fuel price rise of 25 per cent. 

Begin himself. It will be recalled, 
recently told Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvltz to moderate price 
increases during the pre-election 
year. 

Economic circles in the capital 
estimate that the pace of price in- 
creases in July was 5.5-6 per cent, 
and they forecast that the August 
index will rise by 6 to 8 per cent 
because of the current wave of 
price hikes. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
decided yesterday to increase elec- 
tricity prices by 25 per cent, with 
retroactive effect to July 81. Elec- 
tricity costs have thus soared by 250 


agorot, but deferred to its next 
meeting discussion of the demand 
to hike communications costs by 40 
per cent, because Alignment 
representatives asked for time to 
bold faction consultations. 

.The Alignment members were 
angered because they were told 
that the prospect of a com- 
munications Increase was on the 
agenda only yesterday morning, 
just before the committee sat.

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday pricked the early elec- 
tions bubble. 

At the special cabinet session 
called to discuss the message about 
the interruption of the autonomy 
talks sent to Begin by President 
Anwar Sadat, the prime minister 
persuaded his colleagues to go on 
record calling for November 1981 
elections. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, the 
only man who objected to the 
cabinet tying itself down to a date, 
was out of the room when his 
colleagues reached a consensus. 
Their decision said “the position of 
the prime minister and the cabinet 
is an insistence on the principle of 
holding the elections to the Tenth 
Knesset on the statutory date set 
for them, namely November 17, 
1981." 

Burg, hearing this when he 
returned to his seat, grimaced and 
that was all. 

Tlie Interior minister and NRP 
leader waa clearly reluctant to 
commit his party to stay in the 
coalition for any fixed period, since 
the NRP Is due to discuss its future 
tomorrow and will want to keep its 
options open. 

The prime minister, in a 
pugnacious mood, said he never 
had any other intention than to 
serve out his full term as long as be 
had a parliamentary majority. He 
denied having ever reached an un- 
derstanding with Deputy Prime 
Minister Simha Ehrlich about ad- 
vancing the election date. He had 
merely explained that the earliest 
possible constitutional date for the 
election to the Tenth Knesset is 
May 17, 1981. 

As long as no coalition faction 
threatens to quit unless its demands 
are met. Begin said, the govern- 
ment could remain in office till 
November 1981. The government 
should go on record as aiming for 
November 17 as election day, in 
order to remove all -doubt in the 
mind of friends and foea alike. 
Begin said. 

There are six months between 
May and November, the premier 
said, and in six months a govern- 
ment could do a great deal. It could 
-build thousands of apartments, 
rehabilitate neighbourhoods, 
revive the economy by increasing 
exports and cutting imports. It 
could make a serious start on the

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin yesterday in a surprise 
move told the IJkud Executive 
he Will seek a special Knesset 
session on Wednesday next 
week to gain endorsement for 
his proposed cabinet reshuffle 
— a major feature of which is 
expected to be an attempt by 
the premier to install Ariel 
Sharon as defence minister. 

The move Is seen in general 
terms as part of Begin’s strategy to 
provide a new and more stable Im- 
age for his government. 

Coalition sources yesterday said 
they did not expect the premier to 
have things all his own way. The 
Sharon proposal has strong backing 
from Herat ministers and Finance 
Minister Ylgal Hurvltz, but both the 
Liberals and the NRP are firmly 
opposed because they fear the 
maverick former general and pre- 
sent agriculture minister Is too Im- 
pulsive for the defence post. 

Alternatively, Begin might 
decide to hold on to the defence 
portfolio despite criticism that his 
state of health must in the long 
term disqualify him from shoulder- 
ing such a weighty burden. It la aaid 
that Begin has for long had a 
private vision of emulating the late 


David Ben-Gurion in being both 
premier and defence minister. 

If this turns out not to be. 
available, he may try to fulfil his 
design of switching Herat's Yitzhak 
Shamir from foreign affairs to 
defence, and the Liberal Yitzhak 
Moda'i from energy to foreign af- 
fairs. 

Obstacles in the path of this 
scheme Include not only Shamir's 
declared preference to stay put, but 
the objections of the NRP and the 
Democratic Movement to Moda’i as 
foreign minister. The DM’a enfeebl- 
ed position, since Justice Minister . 
Shmuel Tamlr's exit from the' 
cabinet, and the ensuing shaky 
position of the two surviving DM 
ministers will somewhat eaae the 
premier's position If he decides on 
this switch. If the NRP succeeds in 
vetoing it, there is speculation that 
Begin might find himself taking the 
religious party's advice to shift 
Shamir to defence and keep foreign ■ 
affairs for himself. 

Whichever direction Begin ' 
chooses, one appointment seems’ ' 
certain — Moshe Nlsslm, the 
Liberal minister without portfolio, - 
will succeed Tamir as justice ' 
minister. Nissim, like Tamir, Is an 
attorney by profession, and his ap- - 
polntment would compensate the . 
Liberals for not getting the foreign . 
affairs portfolio. 


Carter to bare his diary

Press iismtun- Jody Powell also 
told repo iters that the president 
was "looking forward" to their 
cross examination at his nationally 
televised one-hour news conference 
at 9 p.m. last night (4 a.m. Israel 
time), to b*lP “the American peo- 
ple understand-*’ 

He said that he would "provide 
the actual text of his personal daily , 
notes' that is a part of his personal 
dally journal that applies to the 
matter.” 

“There certainly will be things 
there you have not seen," said 
Powell when asked whether the 18,- 


000 word report would contain any 
surprises. 

He aaid the report will Include an 
opening statement by Carter, and 
statements by White House counsel 
Lloyd Cutler, national security af- 
fairs adviser Zbigniew Brzezinaki, 
the. counsel's office and "suppor- 
ting documents.” In addition, top 
secret papers also will be sent to the 
Senate Select Subcommittee on 
Intelligence, which opened public 
hearings yesterday. 

"I think the president is looking 
forward to the opportunity to deal 
with this matter and the questions 
you might have,” Powell said. 

When a correspondent called It a 
"third-rate sales campaign.” 
Powell tightened his jaw and did 
not counter in kind. He said Carter 
had decided to have the news con- 
ference — his first since Aprfi 29 —

TEL AVIV. — Investigation into 
alleged corrupt activities by the 
chief of the Military Police, Tat- 
Aluf Baruch Arbel, baa been 
transferred to the General Security 
Services, it was announced yester- 
day. 

The action was taken because it 
was feared that soldiers and of- 
ficers in the Military Police, who 
were supposed to Investigate the 
charges, could not conduct the in- 
quiry on the necessary professional 
level. ' 

The police cannot Investigate the 
matter because it is not permitted 
to question military personnel 
about actions, even criminal ac- 
tions, carried out In the army. 

However, last week the income 
tax investigations department also 
began looking into the affair when it 
was reported that Arbel is 
suspected of receiving loans from 
an Interest-free loan fund (Gmilvl 
Hasadim) . which he managed. 

It Is suspected that Arbel 
transferred some of the money 
from the fund into private accounts 
abroad, violating regulations of the 
foreign currency supervision sec- 
tion. 

The military spokesman said 
yesterday that findings in the in- 
vestigation, which has branched 
out in various directions, will be 
1 turned over this week to Chief of 
Staff Rafael El tan. Eitan will give 
the General Security Services fin- 
dings to the chief military 
prosecutor, Tat-Aluf Dov Shefl, who 
1 will decide whether to try Arbel in a

Columbus, an engineer, 
was hired by former Haifa mayor 
Yosef Alinogi and gave up a 
lucrative qqosltion in New York to 
return to us native Haifa. 

During Columbus’ six-month 
probationary period, . Almogi 
resigned as mayor and was replac- 
ed by Yecuham ZelseL who en- 
trusted Odu with the task of in- 


tegrating Columbus into the job. 

It was charged that Oren made no 
effort at all to help Columbus and, 
in fact, actively hindered the new 
man's integration by withholding 
vital information, neglecting to in- 
vite him to important meetings and 
the like. 

Zeisel then appointed Cohen as 
the sole judge of Columbus’ com- 
petence on the job. According to the 
evidence presented, Cohen was ac- 
tively championing the appoint- 
ment of another man to succeed 
him and so could not judge objec- 
tively. 

Columbus' dismissal before the 
end of his probationary period was 
characterized by Judge Yosef 
Margalit as ‘‘harming his 
professional advancement, depriv- 
ing him of professional satisfaction, 
and causing mental anguish."

Syria claims Brotherhood quashed 


DAMASCUS (UPI). — A leading 
Syrian official said yesterday that 
t)ie authorities have killed or 
arrested moat members and 
leaders of the banned - Moslem 
Brotherhood organization, a fanatic 
Sunnite group blamed for Syria's 
unrest during the past year. 

The official, who refused to be 
Identified, said: “Only a few 
members of the Moslem 
Brotherhood gang are still 
wanted.” Among those Is Adnan 
Okleh. chief of the brotherhood ln 
the northern town of Aleppo. 

The official said that all other 
members of the 1 brotherhood 
leadership in Aleppo were either 
ldlled or arrested in clashes with 
the authorities during the mopping 
up of the town. 

He s&ld that "hundreds" of the 
brotherhood members were under 
arrest, and only a few were still es- 
caping. 

“The remaining members havt^ 
to choose between two situations,” 
he s aid. “Either they turn 
themselves In before the pardon 
decree of President Hafez Assad 


expires on August 8, or they will 
have to face the state forces and get 
killed." 

In the meantime; Syrian informa- 
tion media, have been publishing 
names and pictures of members 
who gave themselves up, calling 
them "honourable citizens.” It also 
printed pictures of weapons turned 
in. including guns, pistols and hand 
grenades.

The FFI claims to be the oldest 
settlement body ln the country, 
founding Petah Ttkva 102 years 
ago. But for the p ast 45 years there 
has been a lull In FSTs settlement 
activities. Th e yo unger generation 
of settlers in FFI has successfully 
pressed for the movement to renew 
its activities in establishing new 
settlements. 

The Histadrut’s Agricultural Cen- 


tre has replied harshly to Izakson's 
proposal. Yehuda Sa'&dl, chairman 
of the AC's econom ic c ommittee, 
said “Where was the FFI these post 
45 years when we needed them so 
much? Today they are waking up. 
This country was not built by the 
FFI, and it wi ll not be built In the 
future by FFL" 

In the past, Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon has said that all settle- 
ment policies and activities should 
be handled by the government, and 
this way there win no£ be any 
politicization of the settlement 
process.

Giant tanker said scuttled after oil sold to S. Africa 


LONDON (Reuter). — A London-

TEL AVIV. — More than 40 per cent 
Of the public believes that the 
government Is holding up the peace 
process. This emerged from the 
latest Jerusalem Post poll con- 
ducted by the Modi 'In Ezrachl 
applied research centre among a 
representative selection of 1,293 
adults. 

Question — Do you think the 
government helps or holds up the 
peace process? 

Answer — ■ Helps — 39.8 per cent: 
Holds up — 42.0 per cent; Undecid- 
ed — I7.fi per cent. 

Centre director Ami ram Y ark on! 
noted that the government enjoys 
the greatest support among the 18 - 
22 age group, which believes more 
firmly than others that it Is further- 
ing the peace process. Support of 
this view lessened further up the 
educational and Income scales, 
with more of the Oriental com- 
munities (53.6 per cent) Inclined to 
the opinion that the government <a 


helping peace. This was also the 
view among blue collar workers 
(47.7 per cent), and 44.1 per cent of 
the lower Income groups, but 
among only 33.8 per cent of the up- 
per Income groups. 

The more religious the respon- 
dent. the more he Is Inclined to 
favour the government's Intentions, 
with the reverse holding true for the 
secular section of the population. 

As expected. 74.3 per cent of 
Likud voters feel that the govern- 
ment Is furthering peace, com- 
pared to only 26.1 per cent of 
Labour supporters and 8.3 per cent 
of the (now-defunct) DMC voters. 

A supplementary question con- 
cerning the effect of polls on 
political opinions produced a large 
majority claiming they were un- 
influenced by such surveys. 

Q. — Are your political opinions 
Influenced by polls? 

A. — Yes — 12.1 per cent; No — 
86.5 per cent; Undecided — 2.4 per 
cent.

. PRICE INCREASES

The economic cabinet decided 
yesterday to set up a state-dwned 
coal company, which will have the 
task of buying and chartering coal- 
hauling ships, Investigating the 
possibilities of purchasing coal ' 
mines and of obtaining coal from 
abroad. 

The new company will be called 
The Coal Supply Co. Ltd., and will 
-have a share capital of ISlOm., of 
which 74 per cent will be held by the 
government and, the remaining 26 
per cent by the Electric Corpora- 
tion. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'l 
told reporters yesterday that he 
had no knowledge of a new coal 


supply company already set up by 
the three Israeli petroleum dis- 
tributing firms. 

Moda'l added that the three oil 
companies participate In the supply 
of petroleum, and that there Is no 
reason why they should not also 
take part in the supply and 
transport of coal. 

Whether such participation would 
be in the framework of the new 
national coal company, Moda'l 
said, was not clear. 

The economic cabinet decided 
that the finance minister win have 
control oyer the activities of the 
new coal company, including the j 
size of stocks to be held, sources of 
supply, and purchase of mines and 
ships.

- TEL AVIV. — The Israel Medical 
Association on Sunday threatened 
to "launch a public campaign" to 
prevent the present anatomy and 
pathology law from being changed, 
unless the "medical profession is 
allowed to express Its opinion In a 
matter which would have grave 
detrimental effects on the health of 
the populace.” 

In a letter to Health Minister 
Ellezer Shoatak, Dr. Ram Yishay 
pointed out that the ministerial 
legislation committee had promis- 
ed to allow representatives of the 
medical profession to voice their 
viewpoint on changing the law. 

Dr. Yishay said that the doctors 
had drawn up proposals which 
would maintain the present stan- 
dards of medicine, requiring that 
post-mortems be performed to 


determine the cause of death, 
"without Infringing on the sen- 
sibilities of the family of the 
deceased.” 

However, the physicians were not 
invited to present their viewpoint 
and the ministerial committee 
finished its deliberations, deciding 
to allow any member of the 
deceased’s family to prevent a post- 
mortem. 

The IMA believes that this will 
lead to a virtual end to post- 
mortems since some member of the 
family can always be found who 
will veto a post-mortem. 

Under the present law, three doc- 
tors must sign a certificate that the 
post-mortem Is needed. However, if 
strong objections are raised by 
members of the immediate family, 
the doctors often reconsider their 
demand for an autopsy.

Finance Minister Huryitz told the 
Alignment whip on the Finance 
Committee r Adiel Amoral, that this 
round of rises constitutes part of the 
planned budgetary cuts.

No success for Waldheim in SE Asia 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — UN 
Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim 
said yesterday he hoped to ease the 
tension between Thailand and Viet- 
nam over the Kampuchean crisis. 

But after more than two and a 
half hours of talks with Thai 
Foreign Minister Siddhl Savetsila, 
Waldheim indicated that there bad 
been little progress on resolving 
any of the Issues Involved. 

“The meeting was constructive 
and very helpful, but it was only the 
first round," Waldheim said. The 


secretary-general Js also due to 
have discussions with Prime 
Minister Prem Tinsul&nonda. 


Waldheim arrived here yester- 
day morning from a two-day visit to 
Hanoi where he said some progress 
had been made on easing the ten- 
sion along the Thai- Kampuchean 
border. 


Each side blames the other for 
the frontier tension, and has put 
forward rival proposals for easing 
it. 


Thai officials said Thai leaders 
would tell Waldheim that in their 
. view the crucial issue was the 
presence of Vietnamese troops In 
Kampuchea. 

Vietnamese Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach, at a Hanoi press 
conference, on Sunday rejected 
proposals from Thailand and Its 
partners of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
for a demilitarized zone inside 
Kampuchea where refugees could 
be assured of safety. 


MEXICO CITY (UPI). — Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo and 
Cuban President Fidel Castro on 
Sunday called for the U.S. to end Its 
economic bloc ad e against Cuba and 
withdraw from the Guantanamo 
naval base, the Cuban news agency 
said. The beads of state also at- 
■ tacked U.S. policy in El Salvador 
and called for Israel to return oc- 
cupied lands taken during the 1967 
war, Prcnsn Latina said.

Britain has 100 marine comman- 
dos on Espiritu Santo, and France 
has 100 paratroopers, sent there 
two weeks ago before the in- 
dependence of the New Hebrides, 
now called Vanuatu. 

But so far they have not moved 
against the rebels. • 

Vanuatu became Independent 
last Wednesday after 74 years as a 
Joint colony of Britain and France. 


The British officer, who asked not 
to be named, said his Intelligence 
sources believed tbe guns had been 
sent to Santo by an American group 
known as the Phoenix Foundation.

KATMANDU (AP).. — Seven 
Tibetans have been sentenced to 
life Imprisonment by a special 
court In Katmandu, six for 
"organizing an array with intention 
ot instigating armed rebellion in 
Tibet against a friendly country. 
China," it was ■ announced yester- 
day. . . 

The court said that the Tibetan 
Khampas, a Mongol tribe living at 
the southern base of the Himalayas, 
made abortive attempts to carry 
out armed expeditions into Tibet 
despite an order from the Nepalese 
government that they surrender 
their arms and return to district 
headquarters. 

The seventh Khampa drew life 
imprisonment tor raising arms "so 
as to undermine the sovereignty of 


the Himalayan kingdom of Nepal." 

It was the first time a Nepalese 
court has given life sentences to the 
Tibetans who fled from Tibet to 
Nepal in 1959 with their god-king, 
the Dalai Lama. The verdict is sub- 
ject to ratification by a higher 
court. 

About 20,000 members of the 
Khampa tribe fled into Nepal, with 
about . half now living . in refugee 
resettlement camps ' scattered 
throughout the mountain kingdom. 

The Khampas were said to have 
possessed “many modern weapons 
and other strategic material" made 
In the U.S., Taiwan and India. The 
Khampas are also reported to have 
channelled profits from business 
enterprises to Nepal to the tiny ' j 
guerrilla army. -

tant at first too. “We thought, 
before we came, it might be 
boring,” admits Walld gSahaikM , an 
Arab boy whose father is a partner 
in the Kafr Kara bakery. Instead 
it’s been, exciting, he says. 

Zion, of south Tel Aviv, had been 
assigned to a dorm with three Arab 
boys. At first. he objected, and ask- 
ed to be transferred to a room with 
his friends. “I didn't understand 
what they were saying behind my 
back in Arabic." By the time the 
transfer was arranged 24 hours 
later, he had changed his mind and 
insisted on remaining with his new 
friends. 

An Arab girl said: “I knew from 
home that Jews were not good, peo- 
ple — they're different from us. 
Now I know they're exactly like 
me — they're <ny friends, and when 
I go home I'll explain to my parents 
. that they don't know wlpit Jews are 
like at all because they don’t know 
Jews." 

David Rosenblatt, who arrived in 
Israel from the U.S. when he was 
nine, -agrees. His perspective of the 
--Arab? Jewish- relationship:- Is .. 


perhaps unique; his- family is 
among those that will have to leave 
the new Sinai town of Yamlt in a 
year's time when the rest of the 
peninsula will be handed over to the 
Egyptians. ".This dialogue is just 
the beginning. It needs to be 
repeated all over the country. That 
way the Arabs could begin really to 
feel a part of the country, the 
Jews would see the Arabs as more 
than builder's labourers 
stereotypes." 

IN FACT, the preparation for, and 
follow-up to. this dialogue have 
been coordinated with the "Interns 
for Peace” training programme 
which brings young American 
Jewish community workers 
together with Israeli Jewish and 
Arab counterparts In cooperative 
efforts in Galilee villages. Rabbi 
Bruce Cohen, who formerly led a 
Reform congregation in New 
Haven, Conn., and now directs the ' 
"Intern" programme, has brought 
several of the American workers to 
assist .with the summer dialogue. 
•'■•This - experience is another step 


toward understanding and coopera- 
tion, and we hope that this group 
will go on to work together In com- 
munity projects in Jewish and Arab 
neighbourhoods,” Bruce says. 

Yoav Appleboim. a veteran 
Jewish educator whose easy 
manner belies his reputation for 
skilled work with problem youth 
during the school year, gathers the 
. athletes In a circle, and directs, a 
simple exercise to sharpen mental 
and physical coordination. The 
boys are pleasantly baffled by his 
tricks. Later in the week, Maccabi 
basketball star Tal Brody came to 
coach the entire seminar group, 
and was received with tremendous 
excitement. 

"We have one aim,” aaya Yoav, 
who is also a part-time drama stu- 
dent at Haifa University. "To 
remove prejudices. To show Jewish 
kids that Arabs also go to high 
school and play football. To show 
Arab kids that Jews don't hate 
Arabs, and respect them.” 

Yoav is director of tbe Arab- 
- Jewish dialogue, and of an entirely 


separate eight-day programme be- 
ing held simultaneously on the cam- 
pus. and also sponsored by the 
World Union for Progressive 
Judaism. It is a summer camp for 
70 disadvantaged eighth-graders 
from the slums of south Tel Aviv: 
the Kf&r Shalom and Florentin 
neighborhoods. The aim is to 
provide a wholesome camping and 
recreational experience for 
children who have little else to do 
but hang out In the streets during 
the long summer vacation. 

WHILE THE STAFF and 
programme for the second camp 
are entirely separate, there Is an In- 
teresting parallel: the setting up of 
a revised self-image. 

Billy TInsky, coordinator of the 
disadvantaged children's 
programme, explains the kinds of 
problems this camp experience 
aims to solve. "These children feel 
that people are prejudiced against 
them because they come from a 
"bad" neighbourhood. They have a 
feeling of defeat even as early as 
eighth grade. The truth is the ma- 


jority of these bids are bright, and 
have a good chance of completing 
at least high school. The challenge 
is to prevent their dropping out. The 
camp experience gives them a 
glimpse of an alternative to the 
street, and shows them there are 
adults — counsellors, teachers, 
group workers — who care, and 
who believe in them." 

Both programmes, each with Its 
own challenge, are the 
brainchildren of Bruria Barash, a 
dynamic, innovator belonging to 
the Israel Movement for 
Progressive Judaism. As chairper- 
son of a Reform congregation in Tel 
Aviv, Kehlllat Ram at Aviv, Bruria 
Is convinced that the most Impor- 
tant obligation a religious person 
has is to get out and help the com- 
munity. "What could be a better 
mifrrn than to help someone? Is it 
any kind of alternative to sit all day 
In the Roval ( a fashionable 
sidewalk caf6 on Dizengoff St.)?" 

Clearly not for Bruria. Ever since 
the Yom KIppur War of 197S, she 
has been working on programmes 
to help the disadvantaged: children 


of invalid soldiers, brothers and 
sisters of fallen soldiers, rehabilita- 
tion of widows, and much else. 

the aRab-jewish dialogue is a 

now challenge. "I was shaking In 
my boots os the starting date ap- 
proached. but T believed it had to be 
done. It's only the second day now 
but just look at the openness, the ex- 
citement of the kids and the staff." 

Keruv Leravot ve-hekemt 
(literally, Bringing Hearts Close 
and Making Acquaintances i Is the 
name given to the seminar. 
Perhaps the initial idea seemed 
naive but It turned out to be self- 
realizing for beyond the hopes of its 
planners. Traditional sweet cakes 
to end the day-long fast during 
Ramadan, brought specially from 
Tulkarm, touched the Arab 
teenagers. The Joint religious ser- 
vices held on the lawn on Friday 
evening, which Included readings 
from both the Koran and the 
pars hat hu-shnvu’a (weekly Torah 
portion), accompanied by ex- 
planations. elicited expressions of 
thanks particularly from the 
Jewish campers, rarely if ever to 
be found In synagogue on Shabbat. 
At the party on the last night, folk 
dances and songs were Interspers- 
ed with free- wheeling Imitations of 
the Arab and Jewish madrichim by 
the teenagers, which brought the 
house down. 

Addresses were exchanged, and 
appointments made for mutual 
visits. Everyone was iavlted by 
Salah to his sister's wedding at 
Kfar Kara In August. The assistant 
principal of the Rogosin Com- 
prehensive High School In south Tel 
Aviv, who spent a day at the camp, 
worked out a plan for ongoing con- 
tact with the principals of the Kfar 
Ar'ara and Kfar Kara schools. A 
Keruv Levavot Dance Troupe was 
launched on the spot with plans for 
rehearsals and presentations dur- 
ing the year. Plans were drawn up 
for next summer's Keruv Lcvavot 
seminar with at least double the 
number of participants. 

"What the adults can't do, young 
people may," says Bruria Barash. 
"They are our real hope for remov- 
ing barriers. When tbe news came 
of the PLO attack on Jewish 
children in Antwerp last week, 
there was no reaction by the 
campers. It seemed Irrelevant to 
the reality of their lives as Israelis. 
Perhaps eventually they will arrive 
at a point when they'll wont to talk 
out all these issues in their own 
way.” 

Assembling for lunch In front of 
the dining room, the teenagers 
break Into a vigorous debka led by 
Salah, joined by the Jewish and 
Arab counsellors, and even by the 
Yemenite kitchen maid. Tbe claps 
and shouts are on cue, the steps ex- 
actly right. Shoulders are erect, 
heads held high. 

“I have always felt that being in 
Israel we miss our opportunities. 
Not all that much effort is needed" 
says Bruria softly. "I'm sure 
there’s no greater joy than to sec 
people coming together and speak- 
ing each other's language."

fumes, just seeing, perhaps, a 
woman sitting in a doorway, aban- 
doned and alone, forlornly fanning 
a naked baby, you turn and turn 
again, without hope, as If hogged 
down In a relentless electric- 
powered nightmare from which 
there is no awakening. That’s thd 
old bag Bangkok for you. And she 
never, ever changes. 

BUT SHE DOES, in the sense that 
she is changing all the time. Con- 
trasts pile on contrasts. The Orien- 
tal Hotel is one of the great hotels of 
the world. You walk around it with 
a sort of permanent smile on your 
face — until the time comes to pay 
the bill. 

One massive edifice of mirrors, 
marble and tropical plants, it has 
two employees for every room — 
each with its own bar and toilet the 
size of a small discotheque — and it 
fa all but Impossible to carry 
anything a yard. To carry your own 
bag anywhere you. would have to 
run and hide behind pillars but they 
would still get you. 

Everything purrs and there is 
even piped harpsichord music in 
the toilet. All surfaces gleam like 
the teeth in toothpaste ads and a . 
string quartet plays in the corner of 
one of the many lounges s.s 
beautiful women and men with 
expense-account bellies sit In those 
high wicker chairs popularized by 
EmmanueUe. A breeze raffles the 
surface of the pool and the sodium ’ 
lights dance on the tiny waves. 

You sit on tbe terrace and order a 
symphony of sea-food, beginning 
with prawns the size of cucumbers. 
Hurrying back and forth along the 
river are sampans piled high with 
fruit, river buses, sluggish strings 
of barges and the odd speedy police 
boat. 

Life is giving you one of its better 
presents and you lower your face in 
the candle-light and sniff your wine 
hoping that you look as desirable 


and beautiful as your partner while, 
directly an the opposite bank, there 
is social carnage. 

THIS PARTICULAR SLUM Is a 
patchwork of corrugated iron, 
planks and washing lines. Tiny 
lizards crawl across walls and 
glisten in the glow of the kerosene 
lamps. The 'children have bloated 
rice bellies and faces move around 
and stare out into the darkness, 
almost unfailingly without anlma- 
.tton. 

It is raining again and many 
frogs croak in the outlying pools 
and fields. Down in the storm 
gutters rata move around silently, 
their fat tails trailing in the mud. A 
woman is sitting in front of a 
mlrrow plucking her eyebrows. 
Thai music hangs in the air in whin- 
ing clumps, and in the middle of 
every house, in the middle of the 
most abject and derelict hovel, 
there Is always, always a framed 
photograph of the King. 

The Thais love their King and 
that love -is touching in its in- 
, nocence. Failure to stand up for the 
seemingly endless' anthem in the 
'cinema would start* a colossal fight, 
while the editors of the Bangkok 
Pont always have to watch out for 
■any sign of lese-majesty. 

. Any photographs of the King, for 
example, must always appear at 
the top of the page and certainly 
nowhere near a go-go dancer. The 
Post has already had two warnings 
about that, and someone will be 
ordered out of the country if there's 
a third.

THE AMERICAN magazine Wines and 
Vines put Israel in the 30th and last place In a 
worldwide wine consumption study- it 
published this April. 

Israel consumed per capita in 1977 (the 
latest figures available) 4.01 litres, a rise of 
3.92 per cent on the 3.66 litres drunk in 1974. . 

In 1978, France was in the number one 
spot, with a per capita yearly consumption of 
97.99 litres; Portugal second with 91.29; Italy 
in third place with 90.99; West Germany was 
all the way down in 14th place with only 
23.80; Russia in the 18th place with 13.96 and 
the U.S. very close to Israel in 25th place 
with 7.49 litres. 

To correct this low consumption, the 
leading wine producers in Israel are trying 
to persuade Israelis to drink more wine, 
especially the dry table wines. 

The Eliaz winery recently held a press con- 
ference at the Dan Hotel to prove to jour- 
nalists that anyone can make a delicious 
cocktail which is both refreshing and cool for

these hot summer days. 

Most of the cocktails are comprised of the 
red and white dry wines, but there are a few 
that are braced with stronger spirits like 
vodka. 

Dan Ben Josef, the assistant general 
manager and marketing manager of Eliaz, 
said that Israelis should fix a cocktail to their 
liking, without resorting to the ready made 
cocktails, that are now being sold by several 
manufacturers, both local and imported. 

The cocktails at the press conference were 
prepared by the chief barman of the Dan 


Hotel, and the drinks were delicious and 
cool. But I must admit that when I tried to, 
make the same at home, I wasn’t so 
successful. 

Alfred Freddy Stiller, of the Carmel Wine 
Growers Cooperative, explained that this 
'was one of the main reasons that they had 
come out with the Sangria wine cocktail, that 
includes citrus Juices. 

"The average Israeli doesn’t know how to, 
mix a cocktail, so it is much simpler for him 
to buy the ready made stuff,” he explained. 


How is the average Israeli taking to 
Sangria? Much better than the winery ex- 
pected. Stiller said that they did a study 
before coming out with the Sangria, and 
their sales are higher than expected. 

It seems that the wineries are pushing the 
dry wines. Making a spot check at several 
supermarkets, I noticed that during July, 
which isn’t a holiday month, you can hardly 
find any sweet ldddush wine, the bottles be- 
ing hidden behind an enormous collection of 
different dry wines. 

The Sangria is a ready made, cocktail. All 
you have to do is open the bottle and pour the 
contents into ice-filled glasses. In the winter. 
Stiller says he likes to drink it warm. But he 
emphasizes that it must not be boiled. 

Stiller drinks dry wines straight, with only 
ice, or a piece of lemon, or a little bit of soda 
water. 

He is very much against mixing dry wine 
with other alcohol, which he claims kills the 
good wine. 


“If you want a mixture, then. I advise buy- 
ing a bottle of vermouth, which is already a 
mixture." • 

The fact that Israelis do not drink enough 
wine is a sad thing for the country’s wine 
growers. A veteran grower from RJshon 
claims that it shows that the people of Israel 
have not really returned to their country. In 
the Bible it states, he says, that for us to' 
return we will have to plant vineyards. 

A wine grower from Rehovot agreed., 
claiming that the lack of consumption of 
wine by Israelis shows a lack of confidence fa 
one of our most ancient industries. The an- 
cient Greeks and Romans were full of praise 
for the wines of Israel, saying that they were 
the best in the world. 

Even today, he says Israeli wines are 
known to -be of a very .good quality, and he 
has letters to prove it, showing that in wine- 
tasting competitions in Europe, Israeli wines 
received high rankings. 


DRINK not less than eight glasses 
of liquid In winter. This Is good ad- 
vice — and even better advice is to 
drink much more in summer. You 
lose more water and salt in summer 
through perspiration. Replenish 
your strength with liquids, whether 
water or fruit and vegetable juices 
which replace the salt.

Keep them in bottles on cool 
dark shelves and once opened, keep 
covered in the refrigerator. 

For wonderful natural cocktails, 
use up the juices of tinned 
vegetables and always use the 
water in which you have cooked 
your vegetables, which is very high 
in vitamin B. Blended carrot juice 
supplies the carotene (vitamin A) 
needed for your skin. But 
remember that the vitamins in this 
juice when drunk alone are not ab- 
sorbed unless taken with some fat

— being a fat soluble vitamin. So it 
Is best to take carrot juice with 
lunch and or with a snack sandwich 
containing butter, margarine or oil. 

Excellent blended juices can be 
made of carrots, tomato, celery, 
cabbage or sauerkraut. Dilute with 
water, season with lemon, or 
ketchup, and serve instead of soup 
for lunch and dinner. 


Concentrated fruit juices, frozen 
or tinned, make the easiest and 
tastiest drinks. Although expen- 
sive, you get a litre from a tin or 
carton and no sugar is necessary. 
They taste just like fresh fruit 
drinks. Particularly good is the 
frozen lemon containing - all the 
nutrients. 

Cheaper are the bottled sweeten- 


ed concentrated juices. One tables- 
poon to a glass of water or -more 
produce a good drink. Varieties In- 
clude apple, raspberry, lemon, 
mandarin, cola, orange, grapefruit. 
Make a tray of Icecubes from them 
to use in your drinks. 

Fruit soups make a wonderful 
drink. Sliced apples, plums, and 
apricots are boiled in alot of water. 
To cut down on the amount of 
sugar, use a combination of 1 tbsp. 
sugar and two tablets of saccharin. 
If you make a plum soup, it will re- 
quire less sugar if you put a pinch of 
salt and bicarbonate of soda in the 


water. 

Flavour fruit soups with cin- 
namon. vanilla, cloves or lemon - 
. peel. A little cherry brandy or 
raspberry syrup or Jelly, or Coin- 
treau makes the soup a gourmet 
drink. Some like to further enhance 
it by garnishing with a dab of 
whipped cream or yogurt. 

Cold milk is a wonderful drink by 
itself, but blended with fruits 
(strawberries, melon, ripe 
peaches, apricots, plums, bananas, 
apples) as a milk shake it is the best 
dessert. Add a tbsp. of home-made 
ice cream: To make a tray, beat a 


large egg white until very stiff with 
a % cup of sugar and a cup of the 
above fruits. Add a container of 
lebania or sour cream, or yogurt 
and freeze. You can also make Iced 
coffee or chocolate with a tap. of 
diluted cocoa or Instant coffee add- 
ed to a glass of milk. Variations are 
to add a tbsp. of ice cream and * 
dash of soda. The new whipped 
cream (of powdered milk} with- 
powdered sugar and vanilla gives 
class to any milk drink. 

For orange milk pour a «4 glass of 
orange juice into 1H glasses of 
milk, sweeten to taste.

Eggs, fish, fowl and meat are im- 
portant sources of protein and other 
nutrients. Organ meats, such as 
liver; are. especially nutritious. 
However, avoid processed meats 
such as salami,' bologna 'and 
frankfurters for they are full of fat 
and additives. 

Milk; cheese and' yogurt are 
delicious in IsraeL These dairy 
products are' a good source of pro- 
tein and calcium. Avoid the many 
flavoured yogurts available, as 
they are full of additives, if you 
want flavouring, add your own fruit 
. or honey. 

Diet During Pregnancy 
All right, you’ve been. eating a' 
good diet as outlined above for 
months now and are finally preg- 
nant. Is there anything else you 
need to do? You should be extra 
sure that you're getting enough pro- 
tein, at least 70 to 100 grams a day. 

If you eat a -selection of dairy 
products, meat, fish, eggs, fowl, 
beans, lentils and whole grains at 
each meal, you will probably *get 
enough protein. The other very Im- 
portant substance you need Is fibre 
because it helps keep the bowels 
regular. If you eat whole grains and 
lots of fruits and vegetables every 
day, you should get enough. 

- The growing fetus puts pressure'' 
on your intestines and large blood 
vesselsgoing to your legs. If you get . 
constipated, there is excessive 
pressure on the veins that carry the 
blood away . from the legs. This 
reduced blood flow can contribute 
to varicose veins and other circula- 
tion problems.

In addition to supplying all the 
required nutrients, human milk 
also contains antibodies which coat 
the Infant's digestive tract and act 
as a first line of defence against In- 
fection. Maybe that's why breast- 
fed infants tend to have fewer in- 
fections. fewer digestive dis- 
turbances and diarrhea than 
formula-fed Infants. They also have 
less tendency to allergies, even If 
there is a family history of allergy. 

How long should a mother nurse? 
Following the wise example of so- 
called "primitive" societies, in- 
fants should get human milk ex- 
clusively for about five to six 
months, at which time other foods 
are gradually added. In many 
"primitive” societies, babies con- 
tinue to get some human milk for 
two to three years. 

In Israel, infants can get a good 
supply of nutrients from other food, 
and nursing after one year Is not as 
important as in "primitive** 
societies. The reason for the one 
year nursing period Is that the In- 
fant's digestive system finally 
matures after one year and can 
handle cow's milk with ease. If you 
and the baby wish, weaning after 
one year can be considered. I 
should mention that some infants 
want to stop nursing earlier, even 
as soon as three or four months. 
There is nothing to do but accept 
this gracefully and realize that 
even Infants are Individuals. 

There are two more remarks to 
make about nursing. As a rule nur- 
sing infanta don't require extra 
water.

Tropl was the first soft drink 
company to come out with 
aluminum foil packaging- Its big 
seller, Tropit, comes in individual 
drink sizes and flavours of orange, 
grapefruit, lemon, grape and apple. 
Sold in well-sealed sturdy 
packages, it does away with the 


need to worry about bottles. 

Its contents are clearly marked 
In order of priority, on the front of 
the package. Composed mainly of 
sugar, the drink Is mixed with 
natural fruit juice concentrate, 
which contains only 80 parts per 
million chemical preservative. The 
rest of the drink has no preser- 
vative added. Artiflcal flavours and 
colours, all complying with the 
highest* government standards, are 
used to enhance the taste and 
appearance. One package of Troplt 
contains 84 calories. Sold to stores 
at IL9, the product is sold to con- 
sumers at anywhere from IL 10-35. 

For families or very thirsty peo- 
ple, Tropit will be coming out with a 
new product, tomorrow. Tropit will 
be available In 1 litre containers, 
similar to the square milk cartons 
now on the market. P.G. 

Waterworks 

WHAT is the cheapest cold drink on 
the market? This was one of the 
. questions that the Israel Consumer 
Council (ICC) recently tried to find 
out in a study it made on soft 
drinks, for its monthly magazine 
Ufa Kidai. 

They found that the cheapest cold 
drink Is, of course, plain ordinary 
water. After this comes water mix- 
ed with a citrus flavoured squash. 
The citrus squashes, according to 
the ICC study, are the lowest pric- 
ed, while the most expensive are 
the pineapple, apple and raspberry 
flavours. 

According to the study, the large, 
four litre, plastic container of these 
syrups Is not always the cheapest 
buy, and consumers are asked to 
check prices before buying. ^ 
Coming to the commercially 
prepaid soft drinks, the study 
found that the carbonated soft 
drinks are costlier than the noncar- 
bonated. The highest priced here is 
Coca Cola, with a price of IS0.482 
per 200 gram glass, compared to 

Tempo or Schweppes, which are the 
cheapest. 

Shekem is introducing a series Of 
low priced non-carbonated soft 
drinks, made at Its Azor plant. At 
present, they have four flavours, 
but they have plans for more. These 
soft drinks are packaged in 250 
gram plastic bags, and are being 
sold at present for IS0.30. Y.O. 


may be necessary. For this reason, 
and so you can occasionally miss a 
feeding without causing the infant 
distress, a few bottles — of express- 
ed breast milk or of formula — can 
be given every week after the flow 
of milk is firmly established. This 
will accustom the Infant to the bot- 
tle. 

Breast feeding can be a wonder- 
ful experience, but It is not 
something that comes easily to 
many women. There i9 no sub- 
stitute for the self-confidence, in- 
formation and support that per- 
sonal contact with an experienced 
person can provide. In some 
hospitals, the nursing staff is most 
helpful. There are also a large 
number of volunteers who would be 
glad to talk to you. In the Jerusalem 
area, Ma. Marcella Zion 1 02-71 2897) 
or Ms. Gila Fuss (02-669490) would 
be glad to talk to you and put you In 
touch with experienced volunteers. 

The La Leche League, Inter- 
national, is a worldwide organiza- 
tion of women in teaching the 
techniques of breast feeding. The 
district advisor for Israel is Ms. 
Jane Abramowitz of Kfar Pines 
(phone number is 063-79588). She 
can refer, you to a leader close to 
your home. The excellent La Leche 
League manual. "The Womanly 
Art of Breast Feeding" is available 
from Ms. Abramowitz or a local 
leader. Another good book is Karen 
Pryor's "Nursing Your Baby," 
New York, Pocket Boohs, 1977. 

Supplements 

Should a nursing infant get 
vitamin supplements? In Israel, it 
Is common practice to give 
Vitamins A and D at about two 
months and orange or tomato juice 
at three months for the vitamin C. Z 
once asked Dr. Jonathan V. Wright, 
a medical nutritionist practising in 
Seattle, WA. U.S. about this. His 
opinion was that os long as the in- 
fant gets only breast milk, only the 
mother should take supplements. 
The vitamins get into the milk very 
quickly and the nutrients In human 
milk are very effectively absorbed. 
For example, about half the iron in 
human milk is absorbed, but only 5- 
10 per cent of the iron in formula is 
absorbed. And human milk con- 
tains a very effective water-soluble 
form of vitamin D. 

If the mother continues taking the 
supplements outlined above in the 
discussion of pregnancy and eats 
well, then the infant doesn't need 
anything except her milk for five or 
six months. Besides, the early addi- 
tion of allergenic foods such as 
oranges and tomatoes is just asking 
for an Increased incidence of 
digestive troubles and allergies. 

There Is one .thing a nursing 
mother must take alot of — liquids. 
You're drinking for two now, so i 
drink as much as you can. \ 


Adding Solid Food 
At five or six months, most babies 
are ready for some solid food. 
Strained or mashed ripe bananas, 
cooked fruit such as pears, 
apricots, apples, and rice cereal 
(mix with yo ur_ m ilk or formula) 
aregooa J 5larit35HS they are easily 
dige^ed _ pji d non-allergenic. The 
commercial baby jars of strained 
fruit are fine if you check the label 
to be sure they don’t contain sugar 
or tapioca. Add these and other 
foods slowly, introducing new ones 
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. in teaspoanful quantities at first to' 

‘ see how baby does. Over a period of 
a few months, you can gradually 
add all the nourishing foods that 
1 your family eats, assuming baby 
can chew and swauow them with 
ease. Since the baby gets all the 
milk It needs from you, dairy 
products aren’t ■ needed and are 
probably not a good idea anyway 
until one year. Avoid sugar and 
other sweets — the sweet tooth will 
come soon enough. 

An excellent book on how to feed 
children is "Feed Your Kids Right:.. 
Dr, Smith’s Program for Yourl 
Child's Total Health” by Lendon 
Smith, New York: McGraw-Hill. 
1979. Dr. Smith Is a well known 
American pediatrician who is very 
conscious of good nutrition. 

The Working Mother . . 

In Israel, many mothers go back > 
to work a few months after their;- 
child's birth. This creates sofrie dIK ■ I 
ficulties in breast feeding;-; 

However, there is no reason why! 

you can't breast feed as much as _ 

possible and supplement the in* • ' 
font's diet with some formula. Your ' 
body will adjust to your schedule, 
although you may have to do some ■ 
manual expressing (pumping) of 
your milk during the adjustment;' 
period. If a refrigerator or freeze^;: 
Is available, this expressed milk T 
can be saved for the baby for use : ■ 
when you aren't available. If you do 
need to use formula, the commer- 
cial ones such as Simliac or En- 
famil are probably preferable to 
home-made formulas containing 
cow's milk. - 

A good book about Infant (and> 
nursing mother) care is “Baby and-: 
Child Care" by Dr. BenjamiQ*; 
Spock, New York, Pocket Books. I*> 
the more recent editions. Spock has;Z 
fa irl v sensible things to say about -T 
diet and breast feeding. He alsoh&f?; 
an extensive section on preparing;.- 
formulas, some of which does nol* 
agree with current Israeli practice. 

I think Spock's ideas are more cort> 
reel with one proviso — the Dn lE>-; 
sugar that should be added to milgr^ 
in preparing formula is laetoacf- ; 
(milk sugar). Lactose has the ad£; 
vantage of promoting the growth o*£- 
the proper intestinal bacteria. AH;? 
the other sugars don't, and can lea$->; 
to digestive upsets. 

Supplements After Six Months 
Once an infant starts on solid'* 
food, supplements may bs*' 
desirable. Even though an infant 
can get plenty of vitamin D fro nr Z* 
the direct exposure of Us skin tof= 
sunlight, and the rest of its vitamin^ - ! 
and minerals should be In your milk - ; 
and the food It Is now eating, a good l - 
multivitamin-mineral preparation^" 
is worthwhile Insurance. In addij-* 
tlon, about 25 mg per kilo of body** 
weight of vitamin C is a good thing! - 
to give to babies. After all, they've?'!

HAIFA. — Imports are down by one 
quarter to one third* compared with 
Inst year, an intended result of the 
government's economic policy. 

An unintended, but inevitable 
result is a sharp drop of income for 
the Ports Authority, half of whose 
revenue conies from dues levfed on 
import cargoes, for the Customs 
Collector, and for the shipping com- 
panies. 

Freighters are fully or almost ful- 
ly loaded when they sail from here, 
but do not have nearly enough to till 
their holds on their return trips to 
Haifa and Ashdod. 

Chamber of Commerce secretary 
Arle Mehulal says that figures for 
June show a 25 per cent drop for Im- 
ports as compared with June 1979. 


Most of the drop is in general cargo, 
which means consumer goods. 

“There are now two to three ships 
a day loading and unloading where 
wc had three times as many two 
years ago at this time of the year," 

he SAid. 

Stevedores are being sent on 
their annual vacation to reduce the 
seasonal redundancy. 

One hope for using unused space 
in at least some freight ships would 
be to import coal for those in- 
dustrial plants that now use either a 
large amount of fuel or of electrici- 
ty and are considering switching to 
coal. 

At least two such plants in the 
Haifa area are Vulcan Foundries 
and Nesher Cement 

According to the 23m spokesman, 
the company has the ships to bring 


in limited amounts of coal. 

The question will then arise 
where steam coal for industry 
would be unloaded. If in Hadera, 
rail facilities would have to be built 
there at considerable cost. 

In Haifa, the investment for lan- 
ding and forwarding coal to in- 
dustrial consumers’ sites would be 
much smaller, but the question of 
dust pollution would be raised again 
by environmentalists. 

Three years ago. a fact-finding 
mission from Haifa returned from 
Britain with a report that coal 
handling in a port can be clean and 
dust- free. 

But “Mo Coal to Blacken Haifa" 
was a popular slogan before the 
1978 municipal elections, and 
political pressure led to the shelv- 
ing of the report.

He said the Likud has been trying 
to draw public attention to political 
issues and away from the economic 
situation. And some government of- 
ficials have suggested that In a pop- 
ulation of 3 million it la no disaster 
to have 34.000 unemployed, the

“We shall disclose the real pic- 
ture. Let them (the Likud) say they 
are for unemployment,” Harel 
challenged. 

The strikes threatened by Harel 
will be organized In development 
towns which have been hard hit by 
unemployment. According to Harel 
80 per cent of the workers Jobless 
for more than six days live there. 
Afula, Tiberias. KIryat Shmona 
and. to a lesser extent. Acre, have 
been the main victims, he said. 

At the central committee 
meeting, secretary-general 
Yeruham Meshel demanded that 
the government extend the period 
in which Job seekers may collect 
unemployment Insurance, which 
now stands at seven months. 

About 1.500 unemployed have 
already exhausted their rights and 
are on welfare, Harel said.

Retail sales through, the chain 
stores, supermarkets and other big 
outlets have fallen by 5 per cent In 
the first half of the year compared 
with the preceding six months, ac- 
cording to Central Bureau of 
Statistics estimates. 

The decline in retail sales in the 
last 12 months has been continuous : 
in the second quarter of 2980. 
average monthly sales, in constant 
price terms and after adjustment 
for seasonal fluctuations, were 2 
per cent below those of the 
preceding quarter. 

In the first quarter of the year, 
sales were 6 per cent below those of 


the last three months of 1979. the 
latter already being 3 per cent 
lower than those in the third 
quarter of 1979, 

Retail sales through these large 
outlets account for 15-20 per cent of 
total retail sales of food, clothing 
and footwear, durable consumer 
goods, and other consumer goods. 
These sales- do not include cars and 
petrol. 

The data further show that sales 
of durable goods have fallen by 21 
per cent in January-June this year, 
compared with July-Dee ember 
1979. Sales of clothing shrank by 7 
per cent, while food consumption 
remained more stable — with a 
decline of 2 per cent.

— Danot Investment Is 
a phenomenon on the Israeli 
business landscape. 

Six hard-beaded and successful 
local businessmen — four in- 
dustrialists phis an Insurance 
specialist and a c o ustruclfcai com- 
pany head — joined together to 
form an Investment firm. And they 
then attracted four foreign lx** 
vestors -* later a fifth Joined them 
— who put their money where their 
faith lay — in the industrial tutwre 
of IsraeL 

" It started In the fan of 1979. Three 
of the industrialists, MarcMbeerics- 
of Elite, Dov Laut man of Delta Tex* 
tiles, and Yosef Pecker of Pecker 
Plada (metals), were discussing 
the local Industrial scene. They 
reached one conclusion: Industry 
was in for some rough times. They 
were right In guessing that the time 
was ripe for exploiting their talent 
for making profits by expanding 
their activities into other fMdrf. 

The company they set up, Danot 
(named after Moeevics' son Danny 
who lost his life in an airplane 
crash) consisted at first of six local 
companies: Elite, Delta and 
Pecker Plada, phis Ashtram (pre- ‘ 
fobs), Sahar Insurance, and Oiwm 
(baked goods). 

The overseas partners were 
Overseas Commodities Ltd., of 
London, beaded by David Jogioxn; 
Shmuel (“Sami”) Johsxtoff, who la 
active on the general International 
scene and was one ot the founders 
of Gadot (of Israel); Herbert 
Gottlieb of- West Germany, who la 
active in textiles; and a South 
American (whose name is not being 
revealed) operating out of Europe. 

A few weeks ago Leslie Porter, 
who heads Teuco Supermarkets hi 
England, also Joined, making 22 
partners in all. 

“Our basic Idea," a Danot 
spokesman says, “was to Invest in 
existing industries as well as to set 
up new ones. 

“We divided existing Indu s tri es 
into three types: those which were 
having managerial or financial 
problems but which were basically 
sound, those which were successful 
but whose owners wasted to sell out 
entirely or In part, and those which 
were failing but which could be 
rehabilitated.

know you expected an answer," the 
secretary said. She added that 
there was “no basis” for the com- 
plaint and that “we consider the 
matter closed." But when we 
suggested that a written reply 
might be better for all concerned, 
she agreed. 

The reply — with an illegible 
signature — ■ eventually arrived. It 
reads as follows: 

3. We cannot provide service 
after 4 p.m. because our hours of 
work are only until 4 p.m. 

' 2. As to the visit of the technician, 
there apparently was a* mis- 
understanding regarding the time, 
because on the technician’s work 
form it said that he was to come 
between 8 a.m. and 12 noon. We 
apologize for the misunderstan- 
ding. 

But Mrs. B. says this can't be. 
When the technician came in 
response to her second request, she 
discussed the matter with him. His 
answer, she says, was: “I finished 
my other work early, and I called 
the office for instructions. They told 
me to go to your house." 

We have referred the matter to 
the Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism, whose press officer 
promises that similar complaints, 
sent directly to the ministry, will be 
investigated.

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Likud challenge 

IT TURNS OUT that the report Sunday night which credited 
Prime Minister Begin with acceptance of Deputy Pemier 
Ehrlich's plan for Knesset elections next May was a trifle 
premature. 

Mr, Begin, we are now informed, only suggested to the 
cabinet that, in his view, next May was the earliest possible date 
elections could be held, not that he meant to endorse it. In fact, 
he meant to reject it altogether. The word from on high is that 
Mr. Begin is still determined to keep Ids post, if he only can, un- 
til the last allowable moment, in November 1981. 

The premier is not entirely the master of his political fate, of j 
course. The original report, even if erroneous, may have an un- 1 
stoppable dynamic of its own. 1 Some cabinet members, for 
whom Dr. Yosef Burg, the Interior Minister, spoke up at yester- 
day's session, also believe that a May poll would helpfuUy 
reduce the current blackmail opportunities of the coalition’s 
constituent parts. 

But for the moment this is a minority view. Most coalition 
MK's have good reason to suspect that what the next elections 
hold in store for them Is a future outside parliament. They will 
support the premier to the hilt, and to the last. 

Barring some new developments outside Mr. Begin' s control. 
It is therefore safest to assume that the nation’s agony under the 
present administration will last no less than the full rem ainin g 
15 months of its legal tenure. It is also safest to expect the 
nation's woes to intensify rather than diminish during this 
period of time. 

To have helped imperil the fragile peace with Egypt, and to 
have isolated Israel from its few remaining friends to a degree 
that its worst enemies could not have hoped for, is plainly not 
enough. Now Mr. Begin is setting out on a journey into an im- 
passe which he hopes will rally the endangered people to the 
Likud standard — or, as second best, will assure that even if the 
iext government happens to be Labour-led, which seems not un- 
likely, it too will be hopelessly stuck with the fruits of the 
policies of the Likud regime. 

This Machiavellian scheme was foreshadowed in Mr. Begin ’s 
idoptton of Geula Cohen’s Jerusalem bill as his own. With this 
neasure, which Labour was fearful to oppose, Mr. Begin bound 
xot only himself but his successor hand and foot. From now on 
my aspect, however peripheral, of Israel’s sovereign hold over 
mited — and expanded — Jerusalem is legally, and even more 
mportant politically, excluded from negotiation. To change 
hi«. a repeal of the law would be necessary. 

Plainly Mr. Begin expects a Labour government to propose no 
ruch thing, either before or after the elections. The same goes 
or the Jewish settlements in Judea and Samaria: an outpost 
mce established is supposed to be irremovable, along with the 
unrounding area, no matter how thickly inhabited the area 
nay be with Arabs. 

Everything now suggests that, in its last few months in office, 
be Likud administration will unleash a spate of settlement ac- 
ivity all over the West Bank. . . 

• Apart from seeking to impress the electorate, this^ desperate 
aove will aim at closing, once and for all, the "Jordanian op- 
ion" that Mr. Begin has long declared to he non-existent, it will 
Iso be designed to prevent, with a lavish use of the money that 
'inance Minister Hurvitz claims he doesn’t have, any possibili- 
y that the settlements might simply be .left "to wither on the 
ine," which is what Mr. Peres is said to have in mind for those 
f them that are not, in Labour’s view, in the national interest. 

It is time Labour has spelled out its response to this Likud 
hallenge, clearly and unambiguously, and in terms that leave 
o doubt about the limits of the principle of continuity in 
atlonal policy. Labour should make it clear that willingness to 
ede the larger part of the West Bank back to Jordan is not a 
ecipe for a Palestinian state, as claimed by Mr. Begin but the 
nly way to bar the rise of such an entity. 

Mealy-mouthed vagueness calculated to win votes both right 
nd left, Is, if not a formula for electoral defeat, then surely for 
aihxre as a government. 

Price-cost dance 

HE GOVERNMENT, relentlessly applying the rule that the 
jrvices and goods it supplies or controls must he sold "at cost," 
as just initiated a fresh round of price increases. 

The "at cost” rule, which has by now been raised to the status 
f a hallowed principle, will make sure that inflation in -the 
lonths ahead will not he any lower than before. 

What the government has so far accomplished is a two- 
ranged attack on the chance of a return to relative stability: 
hen it does not feed inflation by pumping cash into the 
jonomy, it pushes the price level up directly on the cost side, 
rom time to time, it doep both at once — proclaiming both as 
le remedies for an inflation that does not abate. 

The apparently Innocuous rule of fixing prices "at cost" real- 
’ conceals a vicious circle that is mostly of the government’s 
vn making. The deficit spending which, despite ail apparent 
forts, it has not been able to reduce significantly, pulls prices 
id costs up on £he demand side. When the government then 
ljusts Its own prices to the new cost level — including the 
•valuation of the currency that has meanwhile gone on — infla- 
un is given a new boost on the cost side. 

Realizing that expectations play an increasingly important 
ile In keeping up the mad momentum of inflation, even the 
ost conservative among the academic economists have 
icently urged the government to holdback on price hikes of the 
nd just announced. But their advice has not been heeded. 

On the contrary, as has often happened In the past, so this 
me too the government is apparently out to race even faster In 
e chase after its own tail, and to Increase some prices by more 
an even the "at cost" rule would justify, 
hi truth, of course, this policy does have one element of 
stability: it Is designed to make wages absorb the brunt of infla- 
tion, and to make work the only service that is not sold at cost — 
the cost-of-living. 

The price rises just announced, on top of those that have 
already taken place, will virtually wipe out the entire 7.5 per 
cent wage increases provided by the wage agreements till Oc- 
tober. New wage demands will not be alow to come. 

There are no doubt good electoral reasons for stepping up 
price hikes now rather than later. Premier Begin has just put 
the economic ministers on notice that the approaching elections 
will make it necessary to slow down the pace of the price-cost 
dance. 

The long election campaign- just started may well play havoc 
with the economy. The government's electoral’interests make it 
likely that it will prefer to grant the new wage demands, and to 
slow down the price rises it controls, during the heat peak 
months of the election campaign. - 
Thus we are likely to be in for wide and erratic swings of 
prices and costs towards the end of the year, m what shape such 
a policy will leave the economy on the morrow of the elections is 
anybody's guess — and may be everybody's sorrow. 


Out but not down 

The resignation of Shmuel Tamir is certainly not the end 
of his political career, hut Shmuel Tamir says he does not 
know what his next move will he. The Post’s DAVID 
RICHARDSON reports. 
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A "CLEAN DESK MAN" is Shmuel 
Tamir. He leaves the Justice 
Ministry this morning after several 
days of intense activity, tying up 
various loose ends — legislation to 
be approved and forwarded to com- 
mittees, recommendations and re- 
jections of amnesty requests, tem- 
porary appointments of judges to 
the Tel Aviv District Court. 

A "clean desk" that is. apart 
from an amendment Increasing the 
penalties for sexual offences, which 
did not make the Knesset last 
Thursday, apparently because 
Tamir was engaged in prolonged 
political discussions with his 
erstwhile partner to political for- 
tune — Akiva Nof.- who last week 
ann ounced that he was ditching the 
coalition. 

In clearing his desk. Tamir 
demonstrates how well he has dis- 
charged the range of professional 
and technical responsibilities that 
make up the job of Justice Minister. 
More than any of his predecessors, 
Tamir has kept the press and the 
public ‘extremely well-informed 
about his achievements during the 
three years which draw to a close at 
noon today. 

TAMIR is a politician acutely 
aware of his public image. Time, ef- 
fort. talent and money have been in- 
vested in presenting, as often as 
possible, the achievements of these 
three years, to the maximum 
political advantage. 

On Sunday, shortly after tender- 
ing his formal resignation to the 
cabinet Tamir called a press con- 
ference — his third in four days — 
this time to focus on his con- 
tributions to Israel's legal system. 
Referring to a slick brochure 
prepared "by chance" by the 
Democratic Movement in July, 
which contains 44 areas of achieve- 
ment, he reeled them off — judicial 
appointments, judicial In- 
dependence through the automatic 
linkage of judges’ salaries, legisla- 
tion in constitutional, ad- 
ministrative, criminal and fiscal 
law, and more — - to a press corps 
that had, in fret, heard it all before. 

Within his ministry and the legal 
community — which Is not Immune 
to its own measure of professional 
jealousy — assessments of Tamir's 
tenure In the Justice Ministry have 
been mixed. But all agree that be 
has a superior legal mind. .. 

The state attorney's office and 
the status of the attorney-general 
have suffered in the High Court of 
Justice, as a result of the Eilon 
Moreh and Laglya affairs, and an 
unsympathetic press. Many feel 
that these blows should have been 
shouldered, or at least deflected, by 
the minister. Nevertheless, many 
of the ministry's senior personnel

are undoubtedly sorry to see him 
go- 

His three years at the helm of one 
of the country's most professional 
and most highly respected 
bureaucracies undoubtedly were 
active. In absolute terms, the 
ministry prepared and tabled more 
legislation than It had in any 
previous three-year period. 

BUT AN EXAMINATION of that 
legislation can leave one a bit con- 
fused. For example, he took on the 
country’s ultra-conservative 
defence establishment and 
overhauled the Mandatory 
Regulations providing for ad- 
ministrative detention. The new 
law has generally been 
acknowledged as a welcome liberal 
reform, but it is ironic that its first 
application was against Rabbi Melr 
Kahane, and not an avowed enemy 
of the state. 

The religious parties have 
welcomed his Introduction of 
legislation severing the historic link 
to the English Common Law and 
Equity, and introducing "the 
values of Jewish heritage: 
freedom, justice, honesty and 
peace," as a Guide to the Perplexed 
Judge. This catch-all has drawn the 
criticism of much of the legal com- 
munity, including Supreme Coart 
justices. 

Tamir protests that his legal 
philosophy is "liberal, humanistic 
but responsible" — words which 
together with "patriotic" and 
“nationalistic" he refers to con- 
tinuously to explain what he takes a 
wry satisfaction. in admitting is the 
enigma of Shmuel Ttunirv--- *' - . 

“H I were a statesman in E^gUntj 
or the U.S. my philosophy would be 
clearly understood — • It is 
midstream,” he said during a con- 


versation in his offices on Sunday 
night. 

AT' THE END of three years in 
these offices, said to be among the 

most lavish of all the ministers, sur^ 

rounded by a bevy of attractive and 
efficient secretaries and one or two 
devoted aides, he appeared tired 
but clearly at ease with his decision 
to drop out of the cabinet. 

His decision was not in any way 
prompted by Akiva NoTs decision 
to opt out. Nof has been a long-time 
crony and there has been specula- 
tion that the two men coordinated 
what looks like an abandonment of 
the wrecked Democratic Move- 
ment. 

The decision, he Insists, was 
taken over a month and a half ago. 
And party leader Yigael Yadin was 
aware of it. he emphasizes. "I even 
arranged an Interview with the 
President of the Supreme Court, 
but had to postpone everything 
because of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin’ a illness, " be 
recalls. Nevertheless, he 
acknowledges that Yadin was 
somewhat surprised by his TV an- 
nouncement last Thursday evening. 

"I do not pretend to be an inno- 
cent. Bat I honestly do not know 
what the next move win he," he 
says, repeating that his resignation 
was purely prompted by the "prin- 
■ ciple” that a party with three or 
four iflt« could not hold onto three 
ministries. 

He has, h owe ver, already given 
notice that he will continue to be ac- 
tive within the Democratic Move- 
ment -and will remain within the 
coalition. What form the DM will 
take is, of course, the issue. 

Tamir says that he has not heard 
anything from hts party leader 
Prof. Yadin Indicating that the 
latter will throw is the towel and 
retire from political life. Nor Is It 
clear whether Yadin wffl stay in the 
cabinet or be pulled out at' the* 
Democratic Movement’s meeting 
on Thursday evening "although I 
hope he will not." 

Ever since the formation of the 
Democratic Movement for Chang*, 
the leadership "has been Yadin and • 
myself," Tamir says. He tabes 
pains to stress how similar their 
reactions on most issues are. . 

"Both our families 'have deep 
roots — the ‘Mayflower generation* 
of Jewish presence here." be says, 
recalling that they both grew vp in 
the same suburb — Reha via — and 
attended the same Gymnasium. * 
"Even though Yadin was a 
member of the Hagans and I was in 
the XZL, 'and even lib ‘tirrtu 

associated with the Labbtir Canip. ! 
he was never a member of Mapai,'* * 
Tamir points out. 

And that, to a certain extent, is 
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the test for Tamir. Doodling on Ms 
lawyer’s note pad, he dr a w s a tine 
down the page and explains* "I sat 
not a Marxist — so. oaf-aids" (of 
the political sp ec t r um ) "is out of 
the question," he dec la r es , deftly 
rating out a possftle fcBiafice WfEb 
Labour with a chuckle and a dis- 
missive wave of Us hand. 

He’s said before that one of Us 
reasons for refraining in tbs cqati- 
tion is to prevent Labour** return to 
power: He apparently tm conv i nced 
that "the super-doves” in Labour 
will, settle for a peace on. Dm West 
Bank, which would endang er the 
state. - 

But til su pport is not uncon- 
ditional or guaranteed. . **Tf the 
government can function vritb seme 
degree : of reasonable efficiency, 
there is no reason to advance elec- 
tions." Predictably, he Is not witt- 
ing to set any deadlines.

HOWEVER ONE criticizes 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz. 
one cannot help admiring his can- 
dour. He publicly proposed the 
quick establishment of a second 
television channel. Yet be did not 
(unlike other proponents, of com- 
mercial television) hide behind the 
argument that the public should be 
able to choose Its entertainment. 

In a radio interview, he said open- 
ly that our present television does 
not serve the interest of the state'. It 
follows that, since the government 
has been unable to establish Its con- 
trol over the programmes we see 
(most significantly the news), the 
solution is another channel. 

"It is impossible to live with this 
television," Mr. Hurvitz said in his 
customary blunt manner. "I see 
cynicism prevailing in all our com- 
munication media. What 'have we 
done to deserve a state communica- 
tion medium that doesn’t serve .the 
statq but cynically exposes its 
seamy sides.” 

His remarks express the frustra- 
tion of a politician with a 
totalitarian mind in a democratic 
system. The concept of a “state, 
medium" serving "the state" is, of 
course, totalitarian, the press, 
radio and television in Communist 
countries are a classic example. In 
autocratic regimes, the media are

Instructed from above to present 
the reality of the state in a rosy 
tight, to emphasize or Invent the 
government's achievements, and 
tone down or -altogether ignore its 
failures. 

I remember, on a visit in East 
Berlin, waking up every morning to 
the news of the glorious ac- 
complishments of the steelworkers 
in Goerlitz- and the magnlflcient 
crops in Westphalia. 

Unlike politicians In power to 
totalitarian states, Mr. Hurvitz and 
his colleagues to the cabinet do not 
have the power to send offending 
journalists to jail, or worse; they 
cannot even sack them ; to the inter- 
view quoted above, Mr. Hurvitz 
said that our television journalists 
should all be replaced, but this was 
only a wish.

THE ESTABLISHMENT of a com- 
mercial television channel has been 
debated a long time but it has ac- 
quired a new urgency. The Likud 
ministers want to push it through at 
cabinet level and thereby bypass 
the Knesset.- They would like to 
avoid further delay and unpredic- 
table results. Their haste reflects 
the Likud’s fear of early elections, 
and their wish to dispose of a 
powerful instrument for election 
propaganda.

JERUSALEM BILL NOT WATERED DOWN

Sir, — On July 29, you published a 
front-page report headed 
"Jerusalem' bill, watered down, set 
for passage," in the course of which 
you wrote that I had taken the In- 
itiative in watering down the bill 
along dovish lines. 

I want to state unequivocally that 
this report is totally incorrect and 
misleading. 

It is true that I was one of the sup- 
porters of a change -In '.the test 
.which Involved joining paragraph 1 
and 2, but this was not motivated by 
any dovish purpose and does not 
represent any watering down of the 
bOL This amendment was supported 
by all members of the Likud 
(including Herat) and the NRP 
(including outstanding hawks like 
MK Sarah Stern-Katan. who voted 
against the peace agreement) and 
even MK Geula Cohen did not ob- 
ject very much to it. The aim of the 


amendment was to correct the bill 
and come up with an Improved ver- 
sion of It The general consensus 
was that the concept of “shall not 
be violated" was suitable for a 
political party platform or speech, 
but not for a law, and certainly not 
a basic law — the more so since to 
use such an expression was to a 
way asking for trouble and imply- 
ing there might be a possibility of 
impairing the Unity of Jerusalem — 
and there is certainly no such inten- 
tion. 

Secondly, it seemed to us that it 
was not worth spelling out “the 
boundaries of Jerusalem as laid 
* down after the Six Day War," as 
this would prevent future annexa- 
tion of additional areas to 
Jerusalem, such as Ma’ale 
Adumim and others, and it was not 
desirable to affix a map' to the basic 

law. Therefore, everybody thought 


that the text -which was-approved — 
"Jerusalem united and indivisible". 
— was most appropriate, and there j 
is no. disagreement regarding the | 
concept of the unity of Jerusalem, j 
since the city was united to June ' 
1987. 

I regret that there is always 
somebody who seeks a dovish or 
hawkish interpretation to 
everything, as if it Is impossible to | 
ever discuss a matter on Its merits, 
but only according to preconceived 
opinions of doves or hawks. Things 
are not like that to real life and this 
is a case to point, and It is a pity 
that you mislead your readers and 
caused so many of them un- 
necessary distress.

When commercial television was 
set up in Britain. In addition to the 
state-owned BBC. Parliament pass- 
ed laws aiming primarily at 
preventing commercial interests 
from controlling the flow, of news. 
In the U.5LA., the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, armed 
with complex laws passed by 
Congress, keeps a watchful eye on 
television stations, e n s u res that a 
certain amount of time Is set aside 
far nan-commercial broad c asting; 
that opposed political groups are 
given equal time/, that advertising 
harmful to the public — cigarette 
commercials for example — is kept 
off the screens. The manner to 
which Messrs. Hurvitz, Moda'i et 
aL are now going to force through 
commercial television, with power- 
ful financial interests in the wings 
already purchasing equipment and 
training personnel, makes it ob- 
vious that no one to Israel will 

bother about such laws . 

And commercial television is a 
verj? lucrative business. Adver- 
tisers are ready to pay large 
amounts of money for a few 
seconds' exposure on the screen, 
knowing that their Investment .will 
be repaid a thousandfold In In- 
creased business. It is a boon to 
everyone involved — except the 
people. .
